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A  TEMPERANCE  MAN.  ‘ 


The  great  evils  of  intemperance  cannot  be 
questioned.  All  men  of  all  parties,  in  whom 
the  grossest  selfishness  is  not  supreme,  desire 
to  see  at  the  earliest  possible  day  a  radical 
and  universal  reform ;  and  all  such  are 
willing  to  co-operate  in  a  general  effort,  the 
suecess  of  which  would  bring  gladness  to 
sorrowful  hearts  and  homes  all  over  the 
country.  But  while  Nthe  desire  is  universal 
there  is  a  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the 
methods  ;to  be  adopted  that  has  hitherto 
prevented  a  general  combination  of  temper¬ 
ance  men.  Some  are  for  moral  suasion. 
Some  are  for  legal  prohibition.  Some  are  for 
separate  party  organization.  Some  are  for 
excluding  the  stronger  stimulants,  and  ad¬ 
mitting  beer,  and  light  and  cheap  wines.  It 
is  not  the  object  of  this  paper  to  discuss  any 
one  of  these  methods,  but  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  advocates  of  each  to  a  few  facts  that 
are  of  great  importance,  at  the  present 
moment,  to  themselves  and  the  whole 
country. 

1.  — The  advocates  of  temperance  reform  are 
almost  exclusively  Republicans  in  their  political 
opinions.  This  is  very  natural.  For  the 
Republican  party  is  the  party  of  moral  ideas. 
The  party  has  been  reproached  by  its  op¬ 
ponents  and  traducers  oil  that  account.  It 
accepts  the  reproach  as  its  highest  honor,  and 
is  anxious  only  to  vindicate  its  claim  to  wear 
it.  In  this  regard  it  has  no  need  of  labored 
argumentation.  A  single  glance  at  its  history 
discloses  the  grand  chapters  which  record  the 
details  of  the  proceedings  that  have  resulted 
in  prison  reform,  labor  reform,  and  the 
abolition  of  slavery.  'As  in  nature  like  cleaves 
to  its  like,  so  in  politics  every  intelligent 
temperance  man  is  naturally  a  Republican. 

2 . —All  the  temperance  laics  that  exist  in  the 

codes  of  the  country ’  were  enacted  by  Republican 
legislators.  This  is  conceded  by  all  fair- 
minded  advocates  of  legal  methods  for  sup¬ 
pressing  the  destructive'vice  of  intemperance. 
But  the  complaint  of  many — especially  the 
third  party  temperance  men— is  that  Republi¬ 
can  legislators  nave  not  yielded  to  all  their 
requests.  Is  this  a  reasonable  complaint? 
Do  the  complainants  consider  that  many  of 
the  most  earnest  advocates  of  temperance 
sincerely  doubt  the  virtue  of  all  purely  legal 
measures,  and  are  positive  in  the  opinion  that 
general  and  permanent  reform  can  never  be 
the  outcome  of  a  temperance  party  ?  There 
is  surely  abundant  room  for  difference  in 
regard  to  this  question;  and  it  is  only  another 
species  of  intemperance,  directly  in  conflict 
With  the  justice  as  well  as  the  charity  of  the 
gospel,  to  accuse  of  want  of  fidelity  to 
temperance  principles  and  convictions  all 
who  decline  to  support  t1  -eparate  party 
movement.  It  is  :ned  that  a

ance  reform.  It  may  be  the  best  method.  It 
may  be  the  onlymethod.  But,  adjust  stated, 
many  of  the  most  intelllgufit  and  conscien¬ 
tious  temperance  reformers  animat  concur  in 
this  opinion.  Now,  in  view  o£  this  fact,  is  it 
not  the  least  that  can  be  claimed  for  them 
that  they  shall  have  time  to  consider  ?  None 
will  dispute  the  preposition  that  general 
conviction,  as  to  needed  refenms,  and  the 
best  methods  for  their  promotion,  has  always 
been  the  work  of  struggle  and  erf  time.  The 
fathers  of  the  temperance  party  advocates 
never  thought  of  a  legal  restraint  of  the  rum 
traffic.  Nay,  they  all  tippled  more  or  less; 
and  some  of  them  manufactured  intoxicants, 
and  grew  rich  by  the  business.  Can  it  be 
alleged  that  they  didn’t  peroffive  the  evil  of 
drinking  and  of  drunkenness  ?  Certainly  not; 
for  they  had  the  Bible,  and  all  the  means  of 
moral  illumination  that  their  soils  now  enjoy. 
They  didn’t  see  the  remedy.  Nor  can  they 
be  blamed  for  their  failure.  To  see  the 
whole  truth  at  once  has  never  been,  and 
never  will  be,  the  gift  of  mortals  in  this 
world,  nor  even  in  the  nest  To  expect  the 
contrary  would  be  to  Ignore  utterly  that 
Divine  law  of  progress  which  was  instituted 
at  the  creation.  The  world  lias  been  com¬ 
pelled  to  wait  long  for  ite  best  blessings. 
Tens  of  thousands  of  good  men  to-day 
wonder  that  they  didn’t  always  see  that 
American  slavery  was  “  the  sum  of  all 
villainies,”  as  John  Wesley  saw  it  to  be  more 
than  a  hundred  years  ago.  John  Wesley’s 
father  had  no  such  insight.  Ia  his  memory 
to  be  blackened  for  the  want  of  it,  and  is  his 
son  to  be  doomed  to  fire  ?  Hi  like  manner,  as 
lias  just  been  remarked,  your  own  fathers  did 
not  see  what  you  see  in  the  making,  selling, 
and  drinking  of  intoxicating liquors.  Human 
minds  work  now  under  the  same  law  of 
progress  as  then.  Will  you  not  therefore 
consent  that  Republicans  shall  have  time  for 
the  attainment  of  more  light  ?  It  would  not 
be  fair,  nor  in  any  sense  honorable,  to  sav  as 
do  some,  “they  nave  the  light  already;  they 
do  see;  they  are  now  sinning  against  their 
convictions  of  duty.  ”  You  know  them  fa)  be 
men  of  unimpeachable  veracity  in  other 
matters.  W  by  should  they  lie  cm  this  subject 
alone  ?  Do  you  say  “  it’s  their  interest  to  do 
it.”  How  so?  Not  one  In  ten  thousand  of 
them  is  a  candidate  for  office  nor  could  ever 
be  induced  to  be.  If  you  are  yourself  just 
and  candid,  you  must  concede  that  they  are 
as  honest  in  declining  to  take  part  in  your 
special  movement  as  you  are  in  its  advocacy; 
and  if  you  refuse  to  make  this  concession  you 
are,  though  “sober,”  in  a  very  bad  way, 
considered  from  any  one  of  the  stand  points 
of  Christian  morality.  And  now  before  you 
decide  to  adhere  to  your  purpose  to  vote 
agpinst  the  Republican  ticket  in  November, 
remind  yourself  that  all  the  legal  restraint 


upon  drunkenness,  this  metment  existing,  is* 
tJie  work  of  the  Republican  party;  and  if  you 
contritmte  to  ite  defeat  you  Hinder  evil  for 
good,  and  take  from  It  the  power  to  do  any¬ 
thing  in  the  future  fof  the  cause  you  pro¬ 
fessedly  have  bo  much  at  heart  But  this  is 
neither  all  ncr  the  worst 

‘S — Consider,  also,  that  the  Democratic  in  pre- 
cmincrdly  the  rum  party  of  this  county. 
From  the  beginning  that  famous  organization 
has  been  a  three  legged  stool,  ignorance, 
slavery,  and  ram  have  been  its  main  supports. 
The  Republie.&n  party,  having  abolished 
slavery,  the  Democracy  is  now  left  to  its 
remaining  two  legs,  ignorance  and  rum. 
Almost  the  entire  manufacture  of  alcoholic 
liquor.s  of  every  description  is  in  the  hands  of 
Democrats;  and  they  are  chiefly  sold  and  used 
by  the  same  party  that  makes  them.  The 
great  millionaire  distillers  and  brewers  are 
Democrats.  “The  swarms  of  retailers  in  the 
alleys  and  cellars  of  greet  cities,  and  at  the 
corners  of  the  country  towns,  are  Democrats. 
The  late  Horace  Greeley  was  in  his  day  the 
best  authority  then  living  on  the  general 
moral  texture  of  the  Democratic  party.  His 
opinion  was  that  “all  Democrats  were  not 
criminals,  but  that  almost  every  criminal  was 
a  Democrat”  Mr.  Greeley  was  one  of  the 
chosen  apostles  of  temperance.  His  industry 
was  unwearied,  and  his  talents  of  the  highest 
order.  As  an  authority  upon  the  temper¬ 
ance  question,  and  the  practicable  relations 
of  the  Democratic  party  thereto,  he  is  not  to 
be  questioned.  What  now  is  the  logic  of  these 
facts?  Simply  this  :  tire  criminals  are  made  by 
the  liquor  truffle;  and  that  traffic  is  mainly  in 
the  hands  of  the  Democratic  party.  The 
inevitable  conclusion  is  that  every  triumph  of 
the  Democracy  Is  a  triumph  for  the  cause  of 
intemperance.  And  should  fhe  National  and 
State  Governments  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Democrats,  eould  #ou  have  the  temerity  to 
appeal  to  them  for  legal  prohibition,  or 
restraint?  of  any  kind  or  degree  ?  The  ballot 
vou  deposit  for  Neal  Dow  may  help  them. 
In  the  event  of  a  very  close  vote  you  may 
decide  the  question.  Then  upon  you  would 
be  the  terrible  responsibility  of  temperance 
self-destruction.  In  such  a  case  you  will 
liave  destroyed  the  Republicans,  your  only 
party  friends.  You  will  have  blasted  all 
your  hopes  of  success.  You  will  have  con¬ 
signed  the  entire  legislation  of  the  country  to 
a  party  that  possessed  for  thirty  year's  con¬ 
tinuously  the  control  of  the  Government,  and 
throughout  that  long  period  consecrated  its 
utmost  influence  to  the  service  of  slavery,  and 
rum.  A  vote  for  Dow  is  a  vote  for  Hancock; 
and  with  the  victory  of  Hancock  would  come 
the  inauguration  of  a  system  of  politics  that 
has  never  manifested  the  slightest  particle  of 
sympathy  for  any  cause  of  moral  reform. ' 

4 — Bui ,  waiving  other  considerations  that 
might  he  suggested ,  is  not  the  attitude  of  the 
church  the  first  foci  that  demands  the  serious 
attention  and  concentrated  efforts  of  ail  temper¬ 
ance  men ?  By  the  church  we  mean  all 
organizations  of  the  country  bearing  the 
Christian  name.  If  the  church  were  united, 
and  arrayed  in  solid  phalanx  against'  the 
liquor  traffic,  it  w»ulfl  soon  be  total iy 
abolished.  So  vast  are  the  numbers  of  the 
church,  and  so  potential  her  influence,  that 
neither  party  interest,  nor  human  selfishness 


and  greed,  in  any  form,  could  withstand  her 
combined  and  determined  opposition.  The 
church  is  the  true  point  of  attack,  as  temper¬ 
ance  reformers  must  perceive,  if  they  will 
but  pause  and  take  a  careful  observation. 
For,  in  the  judgment  of  all  Christian  people, 
the  church  is  a^Divine  institution,  and  is  the 
divinely  appointed  agent  for  the  enlighten¬ 
ment  and  reformation  of  a  sinful  and  erring 
race;  and  yet  the  same  judgment  must  decide 
that  she  is  herself  to  a  fearful  extent  guilty 
of  the  suis  of  tippling,  of  drunkenness,  and 
of  participation  in  the  nefarious  business  of 
making  and  selling  intoxicating  liquors.  Of 
the  mighty  hosts  of  Democratic  voters,  who 
live  and  thrive  upon  the  liquor  trades  many 
a^e  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
Tens  of  thousands  in  the  Republican  party 
who  tipple,  or  drink  to  excess,  or  traffic. in 
intoxicants,  are  members,  in  good  standing, 
of  the  several  Protestant  Churches.  Even 
large  numbers  of  the  clergy,  both  Catholic 
and  Protestant,  take  beer  or  wine,  and 
frequently  both  as  a  common  beverage.  This, 
doubtless,  is  greatly  to  their  shame.  So  is  it 
inconsistent  and  shameful  on  the  part  of 
.Christian  laymen,  of  any  branch  of  the 
general  church,  to  engage  in  the  sale,  or  to 
permit  themselves  the  use  of  intoxicating 
drinks.  But  the  facts  are  not  to  be  disputed. 
The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  alone,  of 
all  the  great  Protestant  denominations, 
makes  total  abstinence  a  condition  of  mem¬ 
bership,  and  she  does  not  enforce  her  rule  as 
she  should  against  •  moderate  drinking. 
Moderate  drinking,  or  traffic  in  intoxicants, 
is  never  thought  of,  even  as  a  venial  sin,  in 
the  church  of  Rome;  and  a  man  may,  in  any 
of  the  Protestant  communions,  with  the 
exception  just  named,  tipple  or  sell  liquor  by 
wholesale  or  retail  and  be  a  “high  private,” 
a  “ruling  elder,”  or  a  potential  “deacon.” 
Now  this  is  all  wrong,  disgraceful,  and  utterly 
unworthy  of  the  Christian  name,  even  in  the 
opinion  of  the  highest  handed  sinners,  w  ho 
cherish  a  particle  of  faith  in  the  Holy  Bible. 
Just  here,  therefore,  is  the  most  necessitous 
case,  and  the  most  promising  field  for  the 
temperance  missionary.  For  while  Christians, 
so  called,  and  Christian  teachers,  will  not 
consent  to  forego  their  cups,  unregenerate 
and  non-professing  sinners  can  never  be 
compelled  to  abstain.  If  to-morrow  there 
were  a  universal  law  of  prohibition  enacted, 
its  enforcement  would  depend  upon  the 
church;  and  a  tippling  church  wouldn’t  have 
either  the  ability,  or  the  inclination,  or  the 
impudence  to  attempt  to  enforce  it.  The 
church,  as  a  whole,  must  be  brought  up 
abreast  with  the  grand  demand  for  total 
abstinence,  or  the  needed  reform  can  never 
be  accomplished.  If  the  church  will  not,  no 
other  human  power  can  expel  the  monster  of 
intemperance  from  the  private  homes  and 
public  resorts  of  the  country.  See  what  a 
united  church  has  achieved  m  the  field  of 
moral  reform  within  the  memory  of  the 
present  generations.  We  allude  now  mainly 
■te  the  slave  question.  Whence  came  the 
abolition  of  slavery  ?  From  the  moral  senti¬ 
ment  of  a  partially  united  church— partially 
we  repeat;  for  the  whole  church  was  never 
united  even  against  the  damnable  sins  of 
slave-breeding, tend  of  traffic  in  human  souls 
and  bodies.  The  Catholic  Church  never 
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lifted  a  finger;  never  issued  a  word  of  a  pro¬ 
hibition;  never  condemned  nor  arraigned  the 
guilty  whose  hands  were  reeking  with  blood. 
5o,too,  large  numbers'of  Protestants,  in  all  the 
free  .States,  gave  all  their  sympathies,  and 
[heir  votes  from  year  to  year,  in  favor  of  the 
infernal  system  that  legally  transformed 
Qian  into  a  beast;  and  in  the  slave  States  the 
Protestant  Churches,  equally  with  the 
Catholic,  rallied  to  the  support  of  the  war 
that  was  designed  to  rivet  the  chains  of  the 
slave  forever.  In  the  pulpits  of  the  South 
Scripture  was  perverted  from  its  true  mean¬ 
ing  to  prove  slavery  to  be  a  Divine  institution. 
A'Pfotestant  bishop  became  a  Lieutenant- 
General  in  the  confederate  army,  and  many 
pastors  became  Colonels  of  regiments,  and 
gave  their  prayers,  their  blood,  and  their 
fives  to  perpetuate  and  extend  the  enslave¬ 
ment  of  the  African  race.  But  it  was  all  of 
no  avail.  The  moral  sentiment  created  by  a 
partially  united  church  proved  resistless. 
Secession  was  defeated.  The  Union  was 
restored.  Slavery  was  destroyed.  Now  let 
all  good  temperance  men  contemplate  the 
fact,  of  which  these  grand  and  ever  memor¬ 
able  results  are  the  outcome,  and  learn  a 
lesson,  which,  if  wisely  improved,  may 
conduct  them  to  a  similar  triumph.  For  if  a 
partially  united  church  sufficed  to  liberate  the 
slave,  a  wholly  united  church  shall  surely 
suffice  to  liberate  the  drunkard.  Let  temper¬ 
ance  workers  and  voters  eschew  'political 
temperance.  Let  them  “go  for”  the  church, 
beginning  with  the  clergy.  Then,  when  they 
shall  have  made  in  the  church  a  unanimous, 
or  largely  prevailing  sentiment  against  tip¬ 
pling,  and  the  liquor  traffic,  let  them  bring 
the  church  into  the  field  of  temperance 
politics,  and  thefhosts  of  rum  sellers,  tipplers, 
and  drunkards,  will  fly  before  a  united  host 
of  temperance  Christians,  as  the  Midianites, 
in  days  of  old,  fled  before  the  “sword  of  the 
Lord  and  of  Gideon.”  The  contest  would 
not  be  difficult,  nor  dangerous,  nor  could  it 
last  long.  The  victory  would  be  easy  and 
bloodless.  Like  the  war-making  of  that 
famous  King  of  France  who — 

“  With  twice  ten  thousand  men, 
Marched  up  the  hill  and  then  inarched  down 
again,” 

the  united  church  would  only  have  to 
march  to  the  primary  elections,  and  then  to 
the  polls,  and  then  home  again  with  waving 
banners  and  songs  of  praise  to  the  Almighty. 
Assuming  that  ninety-nine  in  every  hundred 
voters  of  General  Neal  Dow’s  temperance 
party  are  Republicans,  in  their  general 
politics,  we  have  a  proposition  which  we 
make  to  them  in  all  frankness  and  good 
faith.  Join  with  your  true  friends,  the 
Republicans,  to  elect  Garfield  and  Arthur,  to 
thus  protect  the  political  rights  of  all  citizens, 
North  and  South,  and  to  promote  the  busi¬ 
ness  interests  of  the  whole  country;  and  the 
Republicans  will  unite  with  you  to  effect  a 
’  ’  arch,  and,  with  that,  a  reformation 
n  led  in  importance  to  the  real  happi- 

:■  f  id  glory  of  the  country  by  any  oi  the 
e  v  ■  £  its  previous  history.

\  r  ns  i  v,  hisky  cocktail  better  than  any  other 
loffic  ;  in  the  IT.  S.  Army.”  If  you  can  make 
dear  t  yourself  how  total  abstinence,  or  any 


other  principle  of  moral  reform,  is  to  be  pro¬ 
moted  by  casting  a  vote  for  Hancock,  through 
casting  a  vote  for  Dow,  your  Republican 
friends  have  not  one  word  to  urge  against  it. 
But  should  you  do  this  in  the  teeth  of^  your 
conscience,  and  against  the  decisions  of  your 
reason  and  judgment,  with  deliberate  intent 
.  of  defeating  the  only  party  In  which  your 
cause  has  a  single  friend,  be  assured  that 
,  swift  retribution  will  overtake  your  ground¬ 
less  resentment  and  unparalleled  ingratitude. 

5. — Finally ,  the  Democratic  is  a  free  trade 
party.  It  is  not  avowedly  such,  of  course. 
To  avow  a  preference  for  that  policy,  pure 
and  simple,  would  be  fatal  to  the  nope  of 
success  in  November.  For  the  party  cannot 
succeed  without  the  electoral  vote  of  at  least 
one  of  the  great  manufacturing  States.  In 
order  therefore  to  insure  that  result  it  pledges 
itself  to  maintenance  of  “ a  tariff  far  raven  ue 
anly.”  This  is  the  policy  enunciated  in  the 
third  article  of  the  Cincinnati  platform.  And 
what  is  the  meaning  of  tariff  for  revenue 
only  ?  It  is  the  same  thing  as  free  trade.  A 
revenue  may  be  collected,  sufficient  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  Government  from  duties 
on  the  many  articles  which  our  country  does 
not  produce;  and  this  is  the  Democratic 
policy.  In  the  last  session  of  Congress,  and 
the  preceding  extra  session  (rendered 
necessary  by  Democratic  purpose  to  repeal 
the  election  laws  passed  by  Republicans  to 
insure  a  fair  vote  in  the  Southeren  States), 
there  were  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  by  Democratic  members, 
about  one  hundred  bills,  which,  if  passed, 
would  have  affected  unfavorably,  aud  in  fact 
ruinously,  every  industry  on  which  American 
label’s  is  employed,  and  in  which  American 
capital  Is  invested.  The  Tucker  tariff  bill, 
which  is  now  the.  favorite  _  Democratic 
measure,  proposes  in  many  instances  to 
impose  duty  on  raw  materials,  essential  to 
the  production  of  certain  kinds  of  goods,  and 
yet  to  remove  all  duty  from  the  goods  made 
from  them.  Should  this  bill  become  a  law 
(as  it  certainly  will  should  Hancock  be 
elected),  duties, for  example,  will  be  levied  on 
the  raw  materials  necessary  to  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  paper,  and  books  will  be  admitted 
free.  This  one  measure  would  close  all  our 
type  foundries,  paper  mills,  and  book  binder¬ 
ies.  In  these  brandies  alone  thousands  of 
excellent  skilled  mechanics  would  be  thrown 
out  of  employment,  deprived  of  their  bread, 
and  reduced  to  beggary  by  Democratic  suc¬ 
cess.  This  bill  also  provides  for  putting  cut 
nails„spikes,  trace  chains,  and  other  articles  in 
the  same  line  on  the  free  list.  The  result  would 
be  tlie  ruin  of  these  branches  of  industry,  and 
the  reduction  to  want  of  the  honest  and 
skillful  laborers  who  had  been  employed  in 
them.  And  then  by  the  wholesale  removal 
1  of  duties  from  iron  of  every  grade,  and 
;  machinery  of  every  description,  or  such  a 
'  reduction  of  the  rate  of  duty  as  would  m 
effect  admit  them  free,  our  vast  iron 
industries  would  be  destroyed,  and  our 
woolen  and  cotton  factories  would  speedily 
share  the  same  fate. 

The  Democratic  policy  is  to  levy  the  whole 
weight  of  duty  upon  such  articles  as  are  not 
produced  in  this  country.  The  following  are 
|  a  few  of  the  examples  Chalk  833  percent ; 
■paper  300  per  cent.,  cloves  355  per  cent.; 
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allspice  378%  per  cent.;  nutmegs  188%  per 
cent. ;  crude  camphor  113  per  cent. ;  saltpetre 
77%  per  cent. ;  varnish  80  per  cent. ;  Tea  78% 
per  cant:  coffee 47%  per  cent.  Such  is  the 
rate  at  which  democratic  policy  aims  to  make 
us  pay  for  such  articles  as  we  do  not  produce, 
while  to  our  native  products  it  refuses  all 
adequate  protection,  and  in  fact  refuses  to 
protect  at  all.  Now  the  Republican  party 
intends  to  reverse  all  this;  to|  furnish  free 
coffee  and  tea;  and  to  put  the  duties  where 
our  own  people  will  get  the  advantage  of 
them.  The  Democratic  theory  is,  and  has 
always  been,  that  other  great  producing  and 
manufacturing  nations  are  to  supply  us  with 
most  of  the  luxuries  we  eat  and  drink,  with 
the  clothes  we  wear,  and  all  our  articles  of 
taste,  and  our  mechanical  implements ;  that 
other  nations  are  to  produce  skilled  laborers; 
are  to  develop  all  their  resources  of  every 
kind;  and  that  we  are  to  grow  corn  and 
wheat,  cattle  and  cotton,  and  are  to  he  a 
primitive  and  simple  race  of  stock  breeders 
and  farmers.  No  wonder,  therefore,  that 
this  party  is  as  great  a  favorite  now  with 
English  manufacturers,  as  it  was  with  the 
same  class  of  worthies  during  the  war  for  the 
suppression  of  the  rebellion.  The  moment 
that  a  Democratic  President  shall  have  been 
inaugurated  to  sign  the  bills  of  a  Democratic 
Congress  the  reign  of  free  trade  will  he  in¬ 
augurated,  and  England  again  will  find  her 
best  market  in  the  great  cities  of  this  country. 

England  and  the  freetraders  of  this  country 
will,  on  this  subject,  form  a  conspiracy 
against  both  American  capital  and  labor.  On 
the  one  part  are  British  manufacturers;  on 
the  .other,  the  Democratic  party.  Will  the 
■conspiracy  succeed  in  its  deadly  aims?  It 
will  if  British  gold  can  buy  success.  The 
wealth  of  the  British  manufacturing  capitalists 
is  beyond  computation.  They  can  expend 
many  million^,  during  the  present  canvass, 
and  scarcely  be  sensible  of  the  outlay.  Should 
the  Democratic  ticket  he  elected  they  will 
receive  an  immense  interest  upon  the  sums 
invested  in  aid  of  the  election  "of  its  candi¬ 
dates.  These  princely  traders  have  all  the 
greed  of  misers,  notwithstanding  'their 
col  loss?!  fortunes,  and  all  the  jealously,  fear, 
and  hatred  of  rivals.  Nothing  that  they  can 
do  will  be  left  undone  to  arrest  our  progress 
in  manfacturing;  to  prevent  our  supplying 
our  own  market;  and  to  outstrip  us  in  com¬ 
peting  for  the  markets  of  the  world.  Is  it 
not  unaccountable  infatuation  that  induces 
so  large  a  number  of  our  countrymen  to  join 
hand's  with  alien  competitors  and  enemies 
whose  aim  is  to  circumscribe  our  National 
prosperity,  and  eclipse  our  National  glory  ? 
The  saddest  thought  however,  arising  m  this 
connection  is  that  so  many  skilled  mechanics 
and  unskilled  laborers  who  need  for  the 
support  of  their  families  constant  occupation, 
and  the  highest  wages  that  can  be  commanded 
iu  tke  most  prosperous  times,  will  go  to  the 
polls  and  vote  against  the  best  interests  of 
their  employers,  and  the  dearest  of  their  own. 

As  temperance  men  you  profess  to  cherish 
an  earnest  regard  for  the  welfare  of  your 
fellow  creatures.  You  not  only  aim  to  make 
and  keep  men  sober,  but  to  improve  them  and 
their  condition  in  all  respects.  Nov/  can  you 
vote  to  take  employment  from  them  ?  Can 
you  vote  to  make  want  of  bread  in  the  work 


ingman’s  home?  Can  you  doom  him  t 
wander  about  in  idleness  ?  Can  you  convei 
him  into  a  tramp  ?  Can  you  vote  to  arres 
the  temperance  reform  ?  to  increase  the  evil 
of  intemperance?  and  to  put  all  power  c 
securing  a  remedy  beyond  your  reach  ?  II01 
can  you  do  this  and  be  guiltless  at  the  bar  c 
your  own  conscience?  You  profess  to  1] 
Christian  men,  as  well  as  temperance  mer 
As  Christiau  men,  you  are  sacredly  bound  t 
regard  all  men  as  brothers.  Would  It  t 
treating  them  as  brothers  to  subject  them! 
the  rum  power  for  the  next  generation 
Would  it  be  treating  them  as  brothers  to  tat 
their  employment,  their  bread,  and  thei 
homes  from  them?  Democratic  free  trad 
would  render  these  direful  results  inevitabli 
Free  trade  would  surely  follow  the  electio 
of  Hancock;  and,  if  being  a  Republican  p 
questions  of  public  policy  in  general,  yo 
vote  for  Dow,  it  will  be  exactly  the  sam 
thing  as  though  you  would  had  voted  for  th 
Democratic  candidate,  and  all  the  suffering 
that  would  result  to  the  country  from  a  fre 
trade  administration  of  the  Governmen 
Ponder  well  the  following  statement,  as  tru 
as  the  Bible  in  every  line,  and  let  thi 
determine  your  action :

and  has  given  ns  a  currency  absolute  ly  goo 
and  equal  in  every  part  of  our  extende 
country ;  it  has  lifted  the  credit  of  the  natio 
from  the  point  where  6  per  cent,  bonds  sol 
at  86,  to  that  where  4  per  cent,  bonds  ai 
eagerly  sought  at  a  premium.” 

Under  its  administration  railways  have  ii 
creased  from  31,000  miles  in  1860  to  moi 
than  82,000  miles  in  1879.  Our  foreign  trac 
increased  from  $700,000,000  to  $1,150,000, 0< 
in  the  same  time,  and  our  exports,  whic 
were  $20,000,000  less  than  our  imports  i 
1860,  were  $265,000,000  more  than  our  in 
ports  in  1879.  Without  resorting  to  loan 
it  has,  since  the  war  closed,  defrayed  tl 
ordinary  expenses  of  Government  besid< 
the  accruing  interest  on  the  public  debt,  an 
lias  disbursed  annually  more  than  $30,000,0( 
for  soldiers’  and  sailors’  pensions.  It  hi 
paid  $880,000,000  of  the  public  debt,  and,  b 
refunding  the  balance  at  lower  rates,  has  ri 
duced  the  annual  interest  charge  from  near! 
$150,000,000  to  less  than  $89,000,000.  All  Hi 
industries  of  the  country  have  revived,  labc 
is  in  demand,  wages  liave  increased,  an 
throughout  the  entire  country  there  is  ev 
deuce  of  a  coming  prosperity  greater  tha 
we  have  ever  enjoyed.”

Committee  ”  appointed  by  the  State  Convention ,  whose  proceedings  are  herewith  sent 
to  you: 

1st.  To  print  and  circulate  these  proceedings. 

2d.  To  electrotype  theu  Memorial the  “  Temperance  Law,"  and  the  paper  entitled 
uHard  Times f  adopted  by  the  Con  vention  for  general  distribution  among  the  people. 

3d.  To  secure  the  holding  of  State  Conventions ,  and  conventions  in  districts ,  or 
counties  fn  order  to  give  information  as  to  the  scope  and  application  of 11  The  Temper¬ 
ance Law ,"  and  to  awaken  and  unite  public  sentiment  in  its  favor.

To  present  the  “  Memorial "  and  “  The  Temperance  Law  ”  with  petitions  there¬ 
for  to  the  Legislature ,  and  perseveringly  urge  its  enactment  from  session  to  session. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  people  largely  desire  the  enactment  of  this  Local  Op¬ 
tion ,  or  Permissive  Prohibitory  Bill .  and  ice  know .  and  must  expect ,  that  it  will  re¬ 
ceive  the  persistent  and  determined  opposition  of  the  political  and  trade  interests 
involved  in  the  brewing,  distilling,  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  business;  but  every 
step  gained  will  be ,  under  God,  the  triumph  of  virtue  aver  vice. 

The  time  for  realizing  success  will  be  long  or  short ,  as  the  f  riends  of  the  meas¬ 
ure  shall  supply  the  Committee  with  funds  wherewith  to  demonstrate  and  call  into 
active  practical  form  the  sentiment  of  the  people  against  the  longer  continuance  of 
the  Licensed  Liquor  System. 

The  money  contx'ibuted  at  the  Convention ,  as  reported  in  the  Proceedings ,  has 
been  sufficient  to  print  the  Proceedings ,  and  electrotype  the  papers  ordered  for  gen¬ 
eral  distribution  :  but  is  far  below  what  is  necessary  to  the  execution  of  the  other  work 
exxtrusted  to  the  Committee.
